Austin, Aprjl 12.—In order to pro­ 
long the session slated to expire at 
noon 
today 
three times were the 
hands of the senate clock set back 
Thursday. 
Conferees Thursday night reported 
agreements on probably two of tho 
most important bills that remained un­ 
disposed of, one of them, the textbook 
measure, and the other the automatic 
tax bill. 
It was not until they were 
given the liberty of a free conference 
committee that the conferees were 
abl to agree as to the textbook meas­ 
ure. 
As reported, the bill more nearly 
resembles the house, than the senate 
measure. 
The most substantial point 
yielded by the houce conferees was as 
to the method of choosing the mem­ 
bers of the 
textbook 
board 
The 
hous° wanted them chosen by the gov 
ernor absolutely. The conference t om 
mitiee bill provides, as to this, that 
the superini rndent of public instrm 
tion and the president of the unlversi 
ty shall nominate twenty teachers, of 
which number twelve shall be public 
school teachers, four county superin­ 
tendents and four city superintendents 
The textbook board is to be composed 
of seven members, the governor and 
superintendent of public instruction 
being the ex-officio members 
Of tho 
five others, three must be teachers, 
one a city and one a county superin 
tendent. 
In the house the chaplain prayed 
that the legislature might be merciful 
with the taxpayers. 
The house passed a bill providing 
for a geological survey of school lands 
in west Texas. 
Among house measures passed by 
the senate was the bill creating the 
office of game warden who is to get 
his compensation from license money 
collected from hunters, and the bill 
authorizing subdivisions of a county 
for the purpose of issuing road im 
provement bonds. 
Amid turbulent 
scenes 
the house 
passed the Santa Fe merger measure 
over the governor's veto. 
On the first 
ballot the veto was sustained by one- 
third of a vote. The result was recon­ 
sidered and the veto defeated—88 to 
85.
